A  FAREWELL  TO  TWO  FRIENDS 


Mr.  Monty  Krindle 


In  1972,  Mr.  Krindle  answered  an  ad  that  was  tailor- 
made  to  his  educational  and  teaching  background.  Liv- 
ing in  Schefferville  at  the  time,  he  was  in  town  shortly 
thereafter  for  an  educational  conference,  at  which  time 
he  was  contacted  by  then  Headmaster  of  Selwyn,  Alexis 
Troubetzkoy,  and  was  offered  the  position. 

Over  the  course  of  a  quarter  century,  Mr.  Krindle  has 
taught  science  from  Grade  4  -  9,  math  to  Grade  8 
students,  and  biology  at  the  Grade  10-11  level.  In 
addition,  he  was  the  Grade  4  form  master  for  several 
years  as  well  as  the  Grade  9  form  master  for  long  enough 
to  forget  when  he  started.  He  has  taught  the  arts  option 
of  photography  and,  with  Mr.  Bruce  Glasspoole,  has 
been  the  driving  force  behind  preserving  memories  as 
the  yearbook's  senior  staffer  for  the  last  15  years.  Mr. 
Krindle  also  coached  weight-training  after  he  began  a 
programme  that  continues  to  this  day  for  himself 

His  future  plans  will  almost  definitely  take  him 
outside  the  province  to  either  central  Ontario  or  British 
Columbia.  Mr.  Krindle  hopes  to  put  recent  technologi- 
cal advancements  to  good  use  by  creating  an  interactive 
version  of  an  entry-level  science  programme  which  he 
began  designing  five  years  ago.  Complete  with  self-help 
tutorials,  the  programme  is  aimed  at  students  who 
might  otherwise  find  themselves  excluded  from  science. 

Leaving  September  30,  Mr.  Krindle  will  miss  most 
what  has  kept  him  at  SHS  for  so  long;  "the  camaraderie 
of  my  colleagues  and  the  energy,  vitality,  and  enthusi- 
asm of  the  students." 

Mr.  Krindle's  military  .style  of  rule,  balanced  with  a 
healthy  dose  of  fairness,  and  a  long  tradition  of  aca- 
demic excellence  that  began  with  his  own  secondary 
education,  make  him  a  legendary  character  at  the 
School. 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Krindle,  for  the  many  years  of  enthu 
siasm  and  guidance.

During  his  career  at  SHS,  starting  in  197 1 ,  Mr.  Cude 
has  taught  everything  from  history  to  geography,  math, 
ecology,  consumer  economics,  MRI,  and  science,  always 
at  the  Elementary  level.  He  has  coached  soccer,  softball, 
track,  rugby,  and  hockey,  his  interest  in  which  was 
perhaps  inherited  from  a  father  who  was  an  NHL  goalie 
for  both  the  Montreal  Canadiens  and  the  Detroit  Red 
Wings. 

There  is  much  that  Mr.  Cude  will  miss  about  Selwyn 
but  the  students  and  their  parents,  faculty,  and  coaches 
ranked  first.

That  teaching  has  become  his  greatest  passion  is 
made  evident  in  his  future  projects  which  include  getting 
involved  in  a  literacy  programme  for  adults,  acquiring 
a  certificate  in  technical  writing,  learning  to  play  an 
instrument,  and  volunteer  work. 

"I  also  hope  to  travel,  perhaps  even  return  to  Cardiff 
where  my  dad's  family  was  from  and  coach  hockey  in 
Wales,"  he  said.

Slowly,  but  surely,  the  coaches  checked  off  the  players' 
names  at  the  ticket-counter  in  Mirabel  Airport.  After  the 
final  farewells  and  exchanges  of  hugs  and  kisses,  the 
congregation  of  students  and  parents  around  the  depar- 
ture gate  dissipated,  and  our  tour  began. 

Our  bags  heavy  with  reading  material,  food,  and  music, 
the  Selw>*n  House  Midget  and  Senior  Rugby  teams  boarded 
the  747  headed  for  London's  Heathrow  Airport.  Some 
might  have  said  that  the  tight  seating  arrangements 
were  cause  for  discomfort  on  the  seven-hour  voyage,  but 
on  the  more  positive  side,  it  initiated  the  camaraderie 
that  would  unite  our  teams  throughout  the  tour. 

Two  meals,  and  two  movies  later,  the  plane  touched-down 
on  a  runway  bordered  by  fields  of  grass  seemingly  un- 
touched by  snow.  The  contrast  between  this  climate  and 
that  of  Canada  quickly  explained  why  rugby  overseas  is 
so  popular.  Inside  Heathrow,  we  dragged  our  luggage 
along  the  lab\Tinth  of  hallways  and  finally  proceeded 
through  the  ridiculously  long  lines  at  customs,  all  of  us 
that  is  except  for  Roberto  Bellini  who  made  good  use  of  his 
European  passport.

However,  despite  a 
general  lack  of  sleep  and  energy,  pure  enthusiasm  and 
curiosity  fueled  our  bodies  and  allowed  us  to  stay  awake 
for  the  four-hour  ride  to  Wales.

In 
the  beginning  there  was  an  overwhelming  sense  of  relief 
as  the  prices  on  the  menus  looked  familiar;  then,  we 
realized  that  the  costs  were  in  British  pounds!  Ouch. 

Off  again,  and  soon  the  scenery  favoured  an  urban  look. 
Located  on  a  peninsula  in  South  Wales,  we  arrived  at  our 
destination  of  Swansea.  To  get  the  jet-lag  out  of  our 
systems,  our  team  had  a  brief  practice  on  one  of  Bishopston 
Comprehensive  School's  many  rugby  pitches  before  meet- 
ing our  billets.  Then,  it  was  time  to  split-up  and  experi- 
ence the  Welsh  culture  on  an  individual  basis. 

Our  billets  were  extremely  hospitable  and  after  a  hearty 
dinner,  decided  to  show  us  what  Swansea  could  offer  us  at 
night.  At  the  end  of  an  evening  that  none  will  soon  forget, 
we  bid  each  other  good-night,  anxious  to  enjoy  the  first 
night's  sleep  of  the  tour.
